U.S. Acts on Baby-Food Labeling

: WASHINGTON, Sept. 21 (WP). 
‘~The U.S. Pood and Drug Ad- 
-Tainistration has proposed two 
‘reguiations that would require 
‘manufacturers of baby foods to 
label their products with the per- 
-centage of some of the ingre- 
‘dients they contain. 

Regulations governing “infant 
-foods,” foods for bables under 12 
months of age, would require 
‘considerably more information 
‘than that required for foods 
-whieh are to be used for children 
-between 1 and 4 years old. 

; These proposals are in response 
πο a petition filed last year by 
‘the Center for Science in the 
‘Public Interest i1CSPI) and a 
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group of congressmen seeking 
percentage-of-ingredient labeling. 
In the petition, CSPI said that 
because baby foods “are pureed. 
strained and blended it is impos- 
sible for consumers to estimate 
the amount of important ingre- 
dients by the taste or the ap- 
pearance of the food.” 

The petition also said that 
“consumers have a right to know 
the actual amounts of these in- 
eredients in order to make value 
comparisous between products and 
to be in a position to evaluate 
the total impact of these foods 
on an infant's or child's diet or 
needs." 

At the time the petition was 
filed, a spokesman for the group 
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said that percentage Iabelfng 
would show that much baby food 
is nonnutritious sugar and modifi- 
ed food starch. 


In announcing the proposal, 
FDA sald. “There is a potential 
for deception because the ingre- 
dientis) listed in the name of 
infant and junior foods may ap~ 
Pear to be present in amounts 
greater than 15 actually the case,” 


One of the proposals would re- 
quire the percentage of the main 
or characterizing ingredients in 
infant and junior foods to be 
stated as part of the name of 
the food. For example, a product 
calied “Green Beans, Potatoes 
and Ham Casserole" would have 
ta include the percentage of all 
three ingredients as part of the 
Dame. The label would have to 
read: Green Beans, Potatoes and 
Ham Casserole—X per cent green 
beans, X per cent potatoes, X per 
cent ham. 


The other proposal would re- 
quire additional information on 
foods designated for children un- 
der 12 months of age, known as 
infant foods. FDA says it has 
authority to require special in- 
formation because foods designat- 
ed for infants are foods for “spe- 
cial dietary use™ and are subject 
to special regulations. 

The ingredient list on those 
labels would have to include the 
percentage of “each major ingre- 
dient in the product." FDA 
defines a major ingredient as 
“ane which constitutes 5 per cent 
or more of a product.” 


U.S. and Russia 
Resume Talks on 


A-Arms Accord 


GENEVA, Sept. 21 (NYT).— 
The United States and the Soviet 
Union resumed negotiations to- 
day on 8 projected accord to 
Place a ceiling of 2400 for each 
country on offensive nuclear-arm- 
ed missiles and bombers. The 
Ttrategic Arms Limitation talks 
had been recessed for two month. 


The outline of the accord was 
set by President Ford and Soviet 
leader Leonid Brezhney at a 
meeting st Viadivostok in 
November, 1914. It would permit 
each side to arm 1,320 missiles 
with multiple, independently 
targeted warheads. 


A major issue is how the new- 
ly developed Soviet Backfire 
bomber and the U.S. Cruise mls- 
Sile are to be classified. 

However, U. Alexis Johnson, 
head of the U.S, delegation to 
the Geneva talks, said on his ar- 
rival last night from Washington 
that this issue could not be 
settled in his discussions with 
his Soviet counterpart, Viadnir 
Semyonov, but only at the 
“highest” governmental levels. 


Mr. Johnson and Mr. Semyonoy 
met privately today at the Soviet 
mission in preparation for the 
first plenary session of the full 
delegations at the renewed talks, 
at the U.S. mission tomorrow.

Ben Limb Dies, 
A Former Seoul 


Foreign Minister 


SEOUL. Sept. 21 (NYT).—Ben 
Limb, 88. former South Korean 
forein minister, died of a heart 
attack In Seoul early this morn- 
ing. 

Tali and urbane. he was one οἱ 
the first Koreans to be educated 
in the United States under mis- 
Sionary sponsorship. In 1918, a 
year before Korea's independence 
mevement began against Japan. 
he graduated from the Agricul- 
tural College of Ohio State Uni- 
versity. 

Probably to the dismmy of his 
Christian mentors, he became an 
active politician. preaching the 
eause of Korea's independence 
wherever he went. 

In 1993, he joined the exile 
petriotic movement, becoming a 
secretary to Syngman Rhee. then 
president of the Korean goyern- 
ment in exile in Shanghai. 

Because of his acquaintance 
with the United States, he was 
appointed foreign minister during 
the Korean war. Bebween 1951 
and 1960 he was also chief of the 
South Korean oberver mitson at 
the United Nations. 

A confidant of President Park 
Chung Hee, Mr. Limb was chalr- 
man of the Korean Anti-Com- 
munist League wher he died. 


Sir William Collins 

LONDON, Sept. 21 «OPI).— 
Sir William Collins, 76, iifth head 
of the 157-year-old Collins Pub- 
lishing Co., died at his home near 
‘Tonbridge, Kent, today, a com- 
pany spokesman said. 

Mr. Collins was a personal 
friend of Agatha Christie and 
published all her novels. Boris 
Pasternak's “Dr. Zhivago” and 
Alistair Maclean's thrillers were 
among the other successful novels 
he published. 


Turks Suspend 
Flight Controller 


ISPARTA, Turkey. Sept. 21 
(UPL).—Civil aviation authorities 
today suspended a flight con- 
troller on duty when a Turkish 
Airlines Boeing 727 crashed Sun- 
day, Killing all 155 persons 
aboard. 

“Enver Canaydin, the flight 
controller at the time of the 
crash. has been suspended from 
duty pending further investiga- 
tion.” an official said. He said 
Mr. Canaydin was not under 
atrest. 

Investigating officials said 
tapes containing the conversa- 
tion between the controller and 
the pilot, who appeared to be off 
course and much lower than he 
thought. were “incoherent.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 21 (WP).

Sunken Treasure 
Is Stolen From 
Florida Museum 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fila. 
Sept. 21 (AP).—About $750,000 
worth of gold and jewelry re- 
covered from Spanish galleons 
sunk off the Florida coast has 
been stolen from the Museum of 
Sunken Treasure. officials said 

‘The police said the actual 
value of the items. dating as far 
back as 1715, was hard to deter- 
mine. 

Police Chief Bob Tweed said 
tiieves forced open an outside 
door to the museum early yes- 
terday and then “selectively 
stole” artifacts and jewerly, in- 
cluding a chest of gold and sil-

chain measuring 11 feet long. 

“Although the thieves do not 
appear to be professionals... 
they certainly knew what to 
take.” he said. “One big problem 
and the fear I have is that they 
will try melting down the coins 
apd gold jewerly to hide their 
tracks.

Russian Resigns 
Post at Yale Over 


Wartime Nazism 


NEW HAVEN, Conn. Sept. 21 
‘UPT).—Viadimir Samarin, & lec- 
turer in Russian for 17 years at 
Yale University. has resigned 
under pressure from colleagues 
over his admitted activities as a 
Nazi collaborater durine World 
War 11, according to the Yale 
Daily News. 

The newspaper said yesterday 
that Mr. Samarin’s activities bo 
came knawn following a story in 
April in the Soviet Yiddlsh-lan- 
guage journal “Savietish Heim- 
fand.” which said Mr. Samarin in 
1943 wrote anti-Semitic editorials 
for “Rech,” a pro-Nazi newspaper 
in the occupied Russian town of 
Orel. 

Robert Jackson, chairman of 
Yale's Slavic department, from 
which Mr. Samarin resigned this 


summer. described Mr. Saimarin’s 


writings as “Goebbels-like,” the 
student newspaper sald. 

Four of the six members of the 
Slavic department wrote fa Mr. 
Samarin, after bis wartime activ- 


ities became known, condemning 


his actions and withdrawing sup- 
Port from him. 

Mr. Samerin, 63. a Russian 
emigré, admitted in an interview 
that he wrote most of the edi- 
toriais but said anti-Bolshevism 


and not anti-Semitism was his

α΄ The enormous complexities of southern 
Africa in which nation is set against nation, 
. race against race and tribe against tribe are 
- not of the kind that can be settled by the 
shuttle diplomacy of a few days. At best, 
what the U.S. secretary of state can do Is 
. discover one end of the thread that may— 
- Yust may—permit the leaders of the dis- 
jointed groups and factions there (to find 
“a way) through the labyrinth of argument 
_ and concession and compromise whose end 
could—just could—bring an equitable peace. 
‘That thread Mr. Kissinger may have heid 
up before the leaders of South Africa and 
Rhodesia But it is slender and fragile in 
the nature of things, and the pressures upon 
it from those who want to hold what they 
‘have and those who want to seize what they 
_ should have are very great. Conditions dif- 
, fer vastly in the contested areas of Rhodesia, 
Namibia and South Africa; they differ, too, 
in the “front-line” states that border 


them. In Rhodesia, for exampie, a part of 
the problem that is only now emetging, al- 
though it has been implicit there from the 
start, is the fact that the Matabele from the 
south first conquered the land that Cecil 
Rhodes was to take from them—and those 
who were subject to the Matabele when Lo- 
pengula ruled do not want that state of 
affairs restored. 

And this tribal friction—which found its 
parallel when the Zulus fought other Bantu 
in Soweto—is only one of the many sources 
of difficulty that are manifest in the nego- 
tlations and which could take even stronger 
form if they succeed—or If they fall. 

Yet it is much tc have even a glimmer 
of light in the south, even a touch of that 
thread that could make possible states In 
which b:ack and white might live together, 
and work together, and extract, for mutual 
advantage. the wealth that lies there. South- 
ern Africa cannot return to an economy of 
Kraala and herds; it is a land of cities and 
advanced technology that cannot subsist if 
race fights race or tribe battles tribe. Had 
this been recognized a generation ago, all 
might have been rationally organized; now, 
the great threat is black impatience and 
white degperation, which react on one 
another until all this vast region is one 
potential explosion, May the light brighten 
—and never turn to flame. 


‘The Third World’s Seabed Threat 


The Third World nations did a very mis- 
chievous thing at the most recent session of 
the Law of the Sea Conference at the United 
Nations. On the theory that they could get 
more out of Jimmy Carter, they refused to 
negotiate with Gerald Ford The Ford ad- 
ministration had put forward a generous 
proposal—indeed, to some American mining 
interests, an guitageous proposal—by which 
the Untied States wouid help set up an in- 
ternational enterprise to mine for half of the 
nickel, copper and manganese nodules on the 
deep seabed. In return, private corporations, 
which mostly means American corporations, 
would be allowed to mine for the other half. 
The Third World, however. demanded that 
the international enterprise. which they 
would expect to dominate, control alz deep 
seabed mining, using the corporations only 
for thelr know-how. Although candidate 
Carter has yet to make specifle proposals 
about deep seabed mining. the Third World 

eems to have decided that his general pro- 
essions of sympathy for the Third World 
make his accession to the White House 
worth waiting for. So the session at the 
United Nations ended in deadlock. 

We don't deny that timing is an element 
critical to any negotiation and that a coun- 
try or bloc that thought its prospects would 
improve by walting for ἃ change of admin- 
istration would have reason to drag its feet 
—no matter that it was taking a large polit- 
ical risk, which could backfire But-we think 
that the Third Word, in anticipating a 
Carter victory and a consequent softening of 
the American negotiating position, is using 
very poor judgment For we do not believe 
Mr. Carter is the pushover that the Third 
World evidently takes him to be. In any 
event, he would be operating within a con- 
text defined not just by his views on the 


_ Third World but also by a powerful and 
relatively fixed set of domestic economic and 
political interest groups. 

Whether the United States has the over- 
whelming national-security interest in devel- 
oping deep seabed minerals that some 
wod-be miners claim, may be debatable. 
What is not beyond debate, however, is that 
Americans wish to have a crack at a fair 
share of those minerals. By asserting the 
rigid ideological position that ail mining 
must be directed by an enterprise they con- 
trol, with the special role of the developed 
countries being ilmited to providing the 
financing and the technology, Third World 
countries are practically guaranteeing a uni- 
lateral American move. 

The next Congress is now likelfer than 
ever to pursue legislation allowing the United 
States government to license deep seabed 
mining by American corporations. The State 
Department, which is the one branch of the 
government with a responsibility to stir for- 
eign-policy concerns into the American pol- 
icy pot, will no longer be able to “represent” 
the thinking of the Third Worid. 

This is an altogether doleful state of af- 
fairs. The whole point of the Law of the 
Sea Conference has been to apply the rule 
of law to the oceans, in order to preempt 
eonflicts there and to install a regime of 
cooperation for the common good. This 18 
the basis on which the Nixon and Ford ad- 
ministrations endorsed the concept that sea- 
bed riches conceivably worth trillions of dol- 
lars belonged to mankind’s “common heri- 
tage.” The Third World, by failing to ac- 
knowledge the legitimate interests of the 
developed countries, threatens to undermine 
the very concept by which it could profit 
from these vast resources,

Sweden’s Elections 


After being saturated for almost half a 
century with progress towards equality, 
Swedish voters have corrected the course of 
their national community.

This was the first visit to the 
site for Prof. Norman Golb, and 
his smile reflected his delight 
at the luck of having a bulldozer 
fall into 2 hole here three weeks 
ago, For the safety of the 
workers, more were 
made and Rouen’s 1ith-century 
Jewish center of higher Jearn- 
ing was uncovered, exactly 
where Prof. Golb had said it 
would be in his scholarly book 
in Hebrew published Jast spring 
In Israel. 


ing in the rubble and 
mud, Rabbi Elie Martiano trans- 
lated the ancient texts compiled 
in Prof. Golb’s book into French. 
They described perfectly the 
stone construction now reveajed 
to the small gathering. With 
Prof. Golb, he went down a 
stone spiral staircase to examine 
the latest find: a bit of Hebrew 
graffiti on the wall outside a 
doorway. The rabbi decided 
that this was the Jewish name 
“Joshua.” Prof. Golb refused 
to make a judgment until he 
had time for careful study. 
Mrs. Alice Schulmann, an En- 
glish archaeologist who had 
been called in on the job, 
guessed that it was scratched 
by an irreverent student while 
he waited outside the door.

Terms Confused 


For centuries it had been 
forgotten that Rouen was the 
most importent medieval cen- 
ter in France for Jewish studies, 
overshadowing Paris Latin 
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scholars hed confused the 
Hebrew terms for Roven 
(RDWN), Dreux (DRW[K]5) 
and Troyes iDRY¥YWS). The 
rabbi picked a chalk stone from 
the rubble and wrote the Hebrew 
letters on the side of 2 bull- 
dozer while town officials. Rouen 
professors and workmen gather- 
ed to watch The inscriptions 
were nearly identical. . 

Prof Golb, 48, did research. 
for his book from 150 manu- 
seripts he studied in Jerusalem, 
the British Museum, the Biblio- 
théque Nationale in Paris, Buda- 
pest, Amsterdam, New York and 
the Vatican Library. His selec- 
tion of the site of the Jewish 
center on Rouen’s Rue aux 
Juifs was based on the fact 
that references to the building 
stop with the 16th century. 
‘This was the point at which the 
highly ornamented Palais de 
Justice was built. 

“I surmised that they razed 
the Jewish center to make way 
for the new construction.” he 
said. 

So far, the excavations have 
uncovered three walls of the 
structure, which (5 on two levels 
trom five to eight feet below 
the ground. The archaeologists 
beleve that another story rose 
above this and was topped by 
@ vaulted roof. Traces of char-

On the base of one exterior 
column there are two carved 
Hons with one head. They are 
lymg on their backs with their 
paws in the sir.

Boxes of finds are removed 
daily from the digs, The group 
was shown a tiny key, a third- 
century Roman coin and a 
chain.

No one could predict how long 
the digging will continue or 
what will happen to the site 
when the parking lot is restor- 
ed.

These 
cover the fourth wall of the 
ancient building. 

This discovery is not the first 
instance of Prof. Golb’s com- 
bination of luck and intuition 
in his investigation of the 
Rouen Jews.
